per day, according to tne quality and illostra

Operater No. 1 picks up on the point of bis 
spatula every alternate, third, fifth, or tenth 
thread, according to the requirements of figure 
or various figures w be worked in, going on thos 
until! be hes gone through the breadth cf the 
warp, when be turns bie instrument edgewise, 
opening a clear epece through which bis oppo 
site partper shoots the particular bobbin re 
quired, when turning bie bard-wood sword on 
the flat again, be fetches the thread just shot in 
& welt that beats it op like No. | hemp canvas. 
Thus be goes on for a quarter, or it may be half an 
bour, when be turne shuttle, bie partner taking 
his turn at playing reed, lathe, barness and 
weaver with « fet sick 

The usual width of the cloths thus woven is 
about fifteen inebes, though in some instances 
material is made fully a yard wide. Io that case, 
however, it ie always plain. The fabrice woven 
by this simple primitive process are beantifal, 
firm, and wear almost like iro. I have at pre 
sent an sacient penclo, given me some eleven 
years since by an old Spanish silver king living 
near La Pas, who, ia preventing it, said 

“Dow Carlos, it ie very good yet, and it bas 
covered me in mu he ma tempo these twenty 
three years.” The figures of birds, vines, leaves, 
aod anima's woven into the chth were as netur- 
ally distinct, and the colors as brilliant as they 
were when first woven in It is bot little faded 
yet, and I do not remember of iw beving been 
very seriously wet through, though | were it as 
a ebelter tent throngh pouring floods durirr the 
rainy season in Eyosdor—wore it in wading 
round (ape Horn homeward bound in very herd 
weather, aod du these part ten years it bas 
performed a good of outdoor service, last 
of all serving « friend in the Army of the Poto 
mac, through oll the ardoous doties and cam 
peiges, coming back at the concicsion of the 
war & very reepectable pane’ atill only be 
epettered, somewnat fringed at the edges, and 
im five places ventilated with ballet holes 

When one bas admired the offensive babite 
and peseve industry of these ( seeches citirene 
ot Potosi, there is no admirstion point bevond 
cnless it may be to those who love gold, and

The Wreck of the Evening Star. 


The loss of the Evening Star, recently wrecked 
on the passage from New York to New (rieans, 
was one of the saddest of shipwrecks. A large 
number of persons were og board, connected 
with am opera troupe, circus company, &>.—in- 
cluding many women. 

A private letter from Mayport Mills, Fia, 
says that Gouldeby, the second mate of the 
Evening Star, had arrived there, baring left 
the steamer with « boatload of ladies. All bat 
two were lost before getting near shore. Ia 
landing the latter were iost—one named Annie, 
from Koode lelaod, and the other Rosa Howard 
of New York. Both became insane from want 
and stervation. Toe bodies were washed ashore. 
That of the latter was nearly dewoured by sharks. 
The mate is barely alive 

The following acc sunt, taken from the lips of 
one of the crew, gives further particulars of the 
sppalling catastrophe 

He save —*“I bad run on thet sieamer seve 
ral months once before. the laet ume | slipped 
was about two monthe ago, and we have made 
two trips since; bad alwave regarded ber gs a 
strong boat-—-but shout four monthe ago ebe run 
on a reef off the Florida coast, and broke ber 
back, and since iben | believe she bas not been 
strong, although she was supposed to have been 
thoroughly repaired immediately afterward.
